KEEP BIG KERN LAKE CLOSED! 


There is more than a little pressure on the state fish and 
game department, | from so-called sportsmen in the 
Bakersfield area, to open Big Kern lake for fishing. 


This is a move that should be vigorously opposed by honest- 
to-goodness sportsmen, for Big Kern lake provides a natural Rain- 
bow trout hatchery that would cost the state several million dol- 
lars to duplicate artificially. 


This lake, which was closed by legislative action and which 
would have to be opened by action of the legislature, has, for 
many years, supplied a spawning and rearing ground that has 
each year put thousands of Rainbows into the Kern river. 


Although much of the lake is filled in and shallow, there are 
still several acres of deep water in which lie tremendous brood 
fish, producing from 60,000 to 80,000 eggs annually. These fish 
move up the riffles of the Kern above the lake — also closed to 
fishing — lay their eggs, and return to the Big Lake; the small 
fish, after hatching, find food and protection in the shallow wa- 
ters of the lake, then, eventually, move up and down the Kern to 
keep the river stocked. 


Proof of this is the number of smaller fish that are so plen- 
tiful in the Grasshopper flat country, and lower down the Kern. 


Argument given for opening Big Kern lake is that the lake is 
filling up, that is difficult for wardens to patrol the back coun- 
try, and that roads will be nearer the lake in the years ahead 
anyway, so why not get the big Rainbows now? 


To which we say, “Nuts.” 


Big Kern lake is a hatchery created by nature and operated 
without charge by nature. It is essential that this natural hatch- 
ery be kept in operation, or there will be either an expensive 
put-and-take planting program in the back country of the Kern 
river, or, eventually, no fishing. 


Sportsmen's organizations of this area particularly, and of 
the state for that matter, should let their legislators know that 
Big Kern lake should be kept closed — that is if they want con- 
tinued natural Rainbow fishing in the Kern for themselves and for 
their children. 


Any move to open this lake should not only be opposed, it 
should be fought, and fought hard.

'The only running water they 
‘knew was when the Tule period- 
ically overflowed its banks. Ap- 
parently, it rained in those days. 
Heating was achieved by wood 
stove. Of course, when the pio- 
neer finished his wood chopping 
he was too warm to need a fire. 
Lights were pretty dark in those 
days, with half candle power 
candles the vogue; or an occa- 
sional flash of brilliance was 
added by kerosene.

canyon and you’ll find some of 
the finest shirt-sleeve, summer 
resort Weather that you ever saw 
— weather that is actually too 
‘good for this season of the year.

ON THE agricultural front, 
farmers are doing more than a 
little wishful thinking about 
rain and snow, which if we don’t 
get considerable of in the next 
few weeks, we’re gonna be in 
trouble . . .

This is 
to start a movement repeal- 
ing woman suffrage, an ac- 
tion we believe is long past 
due. We're urging all men 
folk, bearded or otherwise, 
to be sure and attend.

We mentioned fruitless 
mulberry last week and now 
have some '‘full grown’! ones 
for twenty five dollars each. 
These are large enough to 
make instant shade and de- 
spite the price are in short 
supply. Other bare root items 
are lilacs, perennial phlox, 
lily of the valley and canna 
lilies. Glads need to be 
planted now for Memorial 
Day and are available on 
"E"' Street North of Olive.

for the relatively small number 
of “resident” deer in the vicin- 
ity. 

Cutting of brush during fall 
and winter is done by hand, 
with a crew of from two to four 
men employed. Clearing by bull- 
dozer was tried, but it was found 
that a bulldozer tvuok. out roots 
as well as brush, resulting in 
little if any regrowth of brush 
chutes. 

Because of the current mild 
winter, deer have not moved into 
the Mat Flat area in any 
great numbers, consequently 
young brush chutes, and parti- 
cularly brush that is coming on 
from natural seed is getting an 
excellent start. 

It was the opinion of mem- 
bers of the sportsmen’s group 
that for the first time since the 
project was started, “we are 
really ahead of the deer.” Q 

Deer herd that comes into the 
area during the usual winter is 
off the summer range in the 
higher country along the West- 
ern Divide; the Tule watershed 
between Camp Nelson and Ma- 
jhogany Flat is a natural stop- 
ping place, since below the flat 
there is little browse that deer 
will eat until they get down as 
low as Coffee Camp. 

Money for the brush-clearing 
project comes from fish and 
game law violation fines, plus 
supplemental money when need- 
ed by the Southern Tulare Coun- 
ty Sportsmen’s association. Av- 
erage cost per season is about 
$1,000.
